HARRISBURG, July 
29 — (INS) — 
Pennsylvania became the 17th st ate to 
ban Hie Communist 
P a rty from the 
election ballot today with the signing 
into law of three anti-Red hills by Gov. 
A rth u r IL James. 
The meas ures, adopted by the Legis­ 
lature, would liar subversives from the 
ballot, from the sta te ’s relief rolls and 
I rom the public payroll. 
They apply 
to any person wdio 
advocates 
over­ 
throw of the governm ent by force. 


Propos als bannin g mem bers of the 
Communist P a r t y from the ballot are 
still pending in Missouri and New J e r ­ 
sey. 


One of the bills in the series pro 
hibits the employment by the C om­ 
monwealth, county, city, borough, in­ 
corporated town, township, school dis­ 
till t, vocational school district or in ­ 
stitution district of persons who here 
after advocate or participate in “ un- 
American or subversive doctrines.” 
The two rem ain ing 
m e a s u re s 
bar 
from the ballot and froni relief indi­ 
viduals or gro ups of electors whose 
“aim is lo seize or overt hro w the state 
or federal governm ents by force.” A p­

Cream of Germany’s 
Mechanized Troops 
Reported Wiped Out 


Washington 
advices 
received 
in 
American diplomatic q u a rt e rs today 
indicated that Un* cream of G erm any's 
mechanized 
blitzkrieg 
shock 
troops 
has been wiped out in fierce fighting 
along the Russian front. 
These troops which led the G erman 
c am pa ig ns in France, the' Lowlands 
and the Balkans, according to diplo­ 
matic advices, have been knocked out 
of action by stiff Soviet resistance 
The exact n u m b e r killed is believed 
to exceed 200,000, but the n u m b e r is 
not considered as 
im port ant 
as 
tho 
quality of the troops. 
A steady st re a m of German 
re i n ­ 
forcements is being rushed to the R u s ­ 
sian front to replace the casualties, 
but W ashington q u a rt e rs believe' the 
loss of the v eteran s plus the inexperi­ 
ence of the new troops is one of the 
main factors which has slowed up the 
German advance'. 
American officials still consider it 
too ea rly to prediet w heth er the war 
is turnin g in Russia's favor, but be- 
lieve the Russian campaign definitely 
is weakening the* G erman army. 


British Prepare For Invasion 
Sept. 1st 


London, 
July 
29—Clearly 
a n ti ci­ 
pating an a tt em pted German invasion, 
Prime Minister Churchill reve*ale*d to­ 
day that all arm ed forces in the British 
Isles have been ordered to be at co n ­ 
cert pitch on Sept. I. 
Churchill did not say he expected an 
invasion on this date, but both he and 
Foreign S ecre tary Eden warne d Brit­ 
ain to be ready for the unexpected. 
Churchill said, however, that there 
was groun ds for British optimism. 
Eden told a foreign press luncheon 
th a t H itler’s time table for sm ashin g 
Russia already is “out of joint.”
